With every movement of thel 
body, the fragments of bone in a 
broken skull tear at the delicate 
membrames of the brain that lie 
directly underneath and cause 
blood to escape intd the brain. 
Naturally. such a victim is bound 
to stagger when walking and to 
the stupid plug-uglies that pass 
as police on the waterfront, such 
a man is just another drunk. 

So he was thrown into the drunk 
tagk, probably being beaten up. 
by some bruisers in the process, 
and left unconscious for 16 hours 
before being released to friends. 
He died several days later. 


As we have been arrested sev- 
eral times in the course of our 
activity in the workers’ move- 
ment and have been thrown into 
the drunk tank in the San Jl ran- 
cisco jail, we feel qualitica to 
pass judgment as to whethe: such 


a place is a fit place for a skull 
fracture victim. A number of 
drunks are thrown in together and, 
as some are still hilarious, there | 
is a constant yelling, shouting, 
and fighting, day and night. When 
a new man ts brought in that the 
jailers don’t like, or if they don't 
like the shouting, they give one or 
two drunks a severe beating, which 


adds to the disturbance. 

There is no place to sit or lie 
down execpt the slats on the 
floor and there are no. blankets. 
There is vomit everywhere. 

Contrast this with the treatment 
that a skull-fracture patient should 
have and one will see that the 
San Pedro police are largely re- 
sponsible for Ross's death. He 
should have absolutely quiet sur- 
roundings and must he perfectly 
quiet, with morphine given. to 


soothe him if necessary. He should 


have a fluid diet and elevation of 
the head.

1.—The only evidence on which they were con- 
victed consisted of. a bundle of pamphlets and 
papers which are legally published and sold today 
in hundreds of book stores; the perjured testimony 
of three stool pigeons who were in the employ of 
the prosecution at the time they testified, and the 
perjured testimony of three admitted Vigilantes, 
one of whom was indicted for murder in connec- 
tion with the killing of two workers during the 
San Joaquin cotton strike in 1933. 

2.—More than a score of witnesses, workers, 
farmers, business.men, and students took the stand 
and refuted the lies of the--prosecution witnesses. 
Hundreds more stood ready to testify, but the 
numbers were so embarrassing to the court that 
Judge Lemon refused to-let the defense call more 
witnesses. , 

3.—They were convicted on the charge of hav- 
ing advocated violence and sabotage and the over- 
throw of the government by these means. Hun- 
dreds were ready to testify that they advocated 
just the opposite. Not a single act of this nature 
was cited against them and in all the strikes and 
activities in which they figured, there was not one 
single example of such a policy. 

These are only three of the facts 
which expose the corruption of the C. S. trial.

* Urges League Action 

The Soviet Union utilizes every 
diplomatic form available to halt 
Mussolini.

It has declared its willing- 
ness to join all nations in co- 
operative action against Italy, 
whether this takes the form. of 
boycott, economic sanctions, warn- 
ings, etc.

If it alone 
declared a boycott against Italy 
or enforced the sanctions that 
would mean immediate war with 
Mussolini. The Soviet Union would 
be playing into the hands of the 
German and Japanese fascists who 
are eagerly looking for an excuse 
to join a robber war against the 
Soviet Union.

* Cannot Act Alone 


This explains why- the Soviet 
Union is not breaking off trade 
relations with Italy until collec- 
tive action is agreed upon at the 
League. The Soviet Union trades 
with all capitalist nations, includ- 
ing those like Germany and Japan;
